Washington, April 18.—Indications 
were manifest today that the treaty 
between Colombia and tho United 
States for the adjustment of issues

California, 
voicing a . vigorous criticism of the 
treaty, said; 
“I do not believe the senate will 
ever agree to ratify this treaty, which 
makes the United States apologize th 
Colombia, provides for the payment 
of twenty-five million dollars and the 
free passage of Colombian war ves­ 
sels through the Panama canal. 
“Colombia should apologize to the 
United States, and to pay twenty-five 
millions to that nation is just twenty- 
five millions too much.”

few years ago such spasms of cleans­ 
ing were limited to brief hours of 
concerted effort, a half day’ or at 
most a day*. 
But the civic workers 
soon realized that such efforts were 
productive of only lick-with-a-promise 
effects and gradually extended the 
time until now some communities de­ 
vote several days to an energetic and 
sustained campaign against dirt and 
disorder. 
Sedalia 
has 
observed 
“clean-up * 
days with more or less beneficial re­ 
sults. but, like almost all other mu­ 
nicipalities, the anti-dirt infection has 
not manifested a virulent type and 
did not become malignantly conta­ 
gious. 
But as the season for the an­ 
nual renovation is here again, it is 
permissible to refer to the “clean-up ’ 
methods and experiences 
of 
other 
cities. 
In the March number of Tho Amer­ 
ican City Gustavus A. Weber tells 
about a renovating 
campaign 
con­ 
ducted in Richmond, Va., with highly 
gratifying results. 
Following are ex­ 
cerpts from Mr. Weber’s article: 
Richmond, Va., had a remarkable 
clean-up campaign last spring, which 
was so thorough that never in the 
memory' of any of its citizens had the 
city been Jo free from dirt and rub­ 
bish.

was due th the efficient co-operation 
between the city authorities, the citi- i schools distributed cards to all the 
zens’ organizations, the newspapers J public school children in Richmond 
and school children.

minister serum treatment. 
At the 
same time a hog census survey was 
started, the purpose of which was to 
I 
definitely detemine the cholera losses 
in 1911 and 1912 and the existing 
number of hogs in the county. 
By 
printed circulars, newspaper articles, 
public talks and personal explanation 
the laws and quarantine regulations 
and the sanitary measures necessary 
to be observed were explained as a 
means of informing all hog owners 
about the safeguards and precautions 
required to ward off contagion from 
their premises. 
• 
Since that date many thousands of 
hogs have been serum treated, en­ 
tirely at government expense, with 
results very' generally satisfactory. 
The primary purpose of this sta­ 
tion and the work it has done and is 
doing is educational—to demonstrate 
the dc pendable efficacy of serum as 
a preventive of hog cholera and to 
inform hog owners how to ward off 
and stamp out the disease. 
It is pre­ 
sumed that all understand that this 
station can pot remain here indefin­ 
itely. aad that this free service can 
not always continue—other parts of 
the country are contending for and 
have a right to expect similar con­ 
sider at ion-r hence 
it 
is 
up to the 
fanners of Pettis county to earnestly 
make such use of their opportunity 
to thoroughly' learn the mean; of self­ 
protection as to become fully' self- 
reliant and able through their own 
efforts to keep their 
country 
free 
from cholera and this will not be dif­ 
ficult if all will heartily co-operate 
and each do his individual duty, and. 
in view of the 
enormous 
financial 
losses suffered during the years 1911 
and 1912 and the first, half of 1913 
from the ravages of cholera the ef­ 
fort necessary to accomplish this im­ 
munity would be 
lavishly 
compen­ 
sated. 
Through the press of the county 
the purpose is to fully’ inform all 
farmers by means of a number of 
short articles, of the ways and pre­ 
cautions to eradicate 
cholera 
and 
keep the county free of it. 
The next article 
will 
summarize 
the precautions to be observed and 
methods to be employed to accom­ 
plish this purpose.
